COLUMBUS—O hio m otorists for 
the first tim e soon will be able to 
trav el across the state w ithout b e­ 
ing eonfronted with different traf­ 
fic reg ulations in ev ery city or v il­ 
lage. 
On Saturday. Ohio's uniform traf­ 
fic code, the first ev er prom ulg at­ 
ed in the state 
becomes effectiv e.

as the state highway departm ent 
and local subdiv isions can chang e 
all traffic sig ns to a uniform stan d ­ 
ard.

law do not claim perfection for it
